No professing Christian has a right to 
pronounce judgment upon another. The 
man that undertakes to bring other Chris- 
tian. workers before his tribunal for judg- 
ment is on mighty dangerous ground. He 
is trying to exalt himself to a position 
which only Jesus Christ can occupy. No 
Christian has it in his power to judge an- 
other, with reference to things spiritual 
and things eternal. 

As indicated in the above scripture, the 
“mote-seeker” is usually a hypocrite. It is 
almost a safe rule to say that when a man 
deliberately seeks to place himself in the 
position of final authority in judgment of 
other Christians, that he is either a hypo- 
crite or a false teacher, or both. Jesus has 
something terrible to say to such.a person. 

For instance: If one religious leader shall 
charge another brother with being a here- 
tic, a modernist, a “rebel from God,” when 
that. brother is really true and loyal to the 
gospel, Jesus says that the false accuser is 
in danger of “The Gehenna of fire.”

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“The Godless Girl’”’ 











“The Godless Girl” is the title of a pop- 
ular movie which is being shown in theaters 
everywhere. It is made up almost entirely 
of horrors. The story begins in a High 
School in an unnamed city where atheistic 
propaganda had been scattered among the 
students. There are constant heated argu- 
ments as to the existence of. God. 

Two factions develop in the school, ac- 
cording to the picture. The Godless girl 
devotes her time to the circulation of leaf- 
lets and pamphlets advocating atheism. The 
hero of the story defends the Bible and the 
Faith of the Fathers. 

Finally, the boy and the girl find them- 
selves standing at the head of rival student 
armies. Both of them are sentenced to the 
Reformatory. Cruelty rules in the Reform- 
atory not unlike the tortures of the Middle 
Ages. The most unheard of systems of, 
physical persecution are used to subdue 
the boys and girls in the Reform School. The 
Warden of the school is pictured as a dread- 
ful brute-of-a-man. He delights in inflicting 


ain. 

. Finally the religious boy and the Godless 
girl escape from the institution. The blood- 
hounds catch them and they are dragged 
back. There is more torture until one day 
when the building catches on fire. The boy 
and girl rescue the Warden from the flames 
but fail to save his life. 

By that time the Godless girl realized the 
error of her earlier atheistic ways. The 
play ends with a talking sequence in which 
the boy says, “It’s like coming out of the 
darkness into light.” The girl says, “There 
is no darkness. Only the Godless live in 
darkness,” or words to that effect. 

Considerable significance has been at- 
tached to this play, because many regard it 
as an exposure of the organized efforts of 
atheists to capture high school students. 
The American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Atheism has protested vigorously, 
but without success, against the dissimina- 
tion of the play.

Can Science Make 
A New God? 











Atheists, evolutionists and modernists are 
talking today about “making a new god” as 
flippantly as if gods could be purchased at 
the Five and Ten Cent Stores when needed. 
It is frequently said that man arrived in 
the world before the god idea came. This 
means that man made God in his own image, 
instead of God having made man. 

A recent expression of this materialistic 
and perverted reasoning was observed in a 
published statement by Dr. Harry Elmer 
— professor of sociology at Smith Col- 
ege. 

It will be remembered that Dr. Barnes 
delivered an address at the last meeting of 
the American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science, in which he advocated a 
new concept of God. His bold statements 
drew fire from both religious leaders and 
scientists. Now he says: “The Biblical God 
of the Hebrews has been thoroughly under- 
mined and discredited by the progress of 
natural science, Biblical scholarship and 
cultural history.” He continues: “The con- 
ventional orthodox view of Jesus Christ as 
the literal ‘only begotten Son of God’ and a 
peerless and unique religious teacher is un- 
dermined as certainly and completely by the 
state of contemporary knowledge as is the 
Hebrew God, Yehweh.” 

Because Dr. Barnes’ writings show the un- 
mistakable trend of modern education, a 
farther quotation is permissible: 

“The secular scientist looks upon the 
great volume of religious fears and super- 
stitions and sees that they have not the 
slightest scientific validity; nevertheless, 
they continue to terrorize millions. He 
notes the great wealth accumulated by those 
ecclesiastical organizations devoted to ex- 
ploiting superstitions and imaginary fears, 
and must reflect upon what might be done 
with such resources of money and potential 
intelligence in advancing the secular welfare 
of mankind—indeed, in promoting a sane, 
secular religion. He considers the unhealthy 
and unhappy mental states which afflict 
millions in America today because of false 
theories of life and conduct which were in- 
culcated in earlier ages when man was con- 
cerned solely with salvation, and when he 
had no scientific means of understanding 
what constitutes a healthy and happy life 
here on earth.”

Dr. Barnes thinks it may be best for a 
modernized religion “to drop the God-con- 
ception altogether.” Sin, we are told, “con- 
notes a supernatural situation—a violation 
of the specifically revealed will of God. To- 
day, when there is no means of proving the 
very existence of God, to say nothing of 
His nature and express will, it is obvious 
that we do not possess the prerequisites of 
sinning.” What shall we have, then? Dr. 
Barnes believes that if humanity and civili- 
zation are to be preserved, “we must have 
collaboration between science and a dynamic 
secular religion.” He concedes that some 
have no need of God or religion to behave 
in a seemly fashion; “but with half of the 
American population falling below the in- 
tellectual level of the dull normal type, we 
shall certainly require some form of social 
control beyond the appeal to pure intelli- 
gence.” This secular religion “would, of 
course, obtain its factual guidance from sci- 
ence—natural and social; but it would aid 
science in the social application of such 
facts.” It “must rest upon a thoroughly 
secular basis, must secure its facts from 
science and must conceive its ideals in terms 
of sociology and esthetics. It must join 
forces with the new queen of the sciences 
that is to say, mental hygiene.” 

Every trained Christian observer recog- 
nizes at once the spirit of Antichrist behind 
the veneer of such statements. It is Satan 
working as an “Angel of Light” appearing 
in the form of higher intelligence. This 
sort of teaching is another significant sign 
of the times. 

The situation can never be corrected by 
arguments and debates. The disease is too 
deeply seated to be reached by mere dis- 
cussion. It offers to the Church a challenge 
—a challenge to return to that supernatur- 
alism of New Testament Christianity which 
brings sin-cursed human nature into vital 
contact with the One, True and Living God 
through the supernatural action of the Holy 
Spirit. 

The one remedy for wicked, naturalistic 
philosophies is the presentation and exhibi- 
tion of the supernatural element of our 
Christianity. Let the Church remove all of 
the question-marks from her banners and 
stand firm for the miraculous qualities of 
the Bible, the Faith and Christian experi- 


ence.

A Unique Ministry 


The “Little Church on Wheels” may be seen most 
any day around the famous Commons of Boston or 
in the vicinity of the city. 


The Pastor of this 





unique church is Mr. Wm. H. Morgan, 6 Westland 
Avenue, Boston. By his side his talented wife labors 
constantly. God has graciously blessed this ministry 
during the last few years. The Boston Globe says 
that the Morgans formerly preached on the streets 
in a touring car and, “Though the Morgan Gospel 
Automobile was known in every district it had visit- 
ed, though its welcome was demonstrated by the 
waiting throngs anticipating its arrival on an early 
evening, Mr. and Mrs. Morgan disliked the fact that 
the machine itself looked like a pleasure vehicle. Mr. 
Morgan fancied a real Church mounted on wheels.” 

Then The Globe tells a beautiful story of how Mrs. 
Morgan pawned her jewels for a year and did sew- 
ing to make possible the erection of the Church on 
wheels. Finally it was a happy day for them when 
with their savings they were able to erect this unique 
Church. During the intervening years, hundreds 
have been led to accept Christ on the streets of Bos- 
ton and neighboring cities because of the vision and 
efforts of these two consecrated people. 
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Nathan F. Leopold of Chicago died a few 


days ago. He was the father of Nathan F. 
—— , dr., co-murderer with Richard 
Loeb, of 14-year-old Bobby Franks. 


Murderer Loeb’s father died in 1924. 

Jacob Franks, the father of the victim, 
died last year. 

These three fathers were all prominent 
business men in Chicago before the tragedy. 
But after the killing they each lived in se- 
clusion. 

Loeb and Leopold were students in the 
University of Chicago. There, they imbibed 
dirty, bloody, brutal Evolution and were 
carried away with the philosophy of Nietz- 
sche, the German philosopher, who took 
Evolution to its logical end. 

Nietzsche hated Christianity. He intro- 
duced the “superman” ideal. He praised 
war and said that because our ancestors 
fought their way up through the jungles, 
that the race would cease to progress should 
war be eliminated. He called man “the 


blood beast.” He took Evolution seriously 
and sa it as a philosophy of life. 
Finally he died insane. 


When Clarence Darrow defended Loeb 
and Leopold, he placed the blame squarely 
upon Nietzsche’s teachings where it be- 
longed. Addressing the Court, Darrow 
said: “Babe took to philosophy; he became 
absorbed in the philosophy of Nietzsche. 
Your honor, I have read almost everything 
that Nietzsche ever wrote. A man of won- 
derful intellect; the most original philoso- 
eoad of the last century. More books have 

een written about him than probably all 
the rest of the philosophers in a hundred 
years. More college professors have talked 
about him. 

“He wrote one book called BEYOND THE 
GOOD AND EVIL, which was a criticism 
of all moral precepts, as we’ understand 
them, and a treatise that the intelligent man 
was beyond good and evil, that the laws for 
good and the laws for evil did not apply to 
anybody who approached the SUPERMAN. 
He wrote on the will to power. 

“T have just made a few short extracts 
from Nietzsche that show the things he 
(Leopold) has read. IT IS NOT HOW 
THIS WOULD AFFECT YOU. IT IS NOT 
HOW IT WOULD AFFECT ME. The 
question iss HOW IT WOULD AFFECT 
THE IMPRESSIONABLE, VISIONARY,

“Here is what Nietzsche says: ‘Why so 
soft, oh, my brethren. Why so soft, so un- 
resisting and yielding? Why is there so 
little fate in your looks? For all creators 
are hard and it must seem blessedness unto 
you to press your hand millenniums and 
upon wax. This new table, oh, my breth- 
ren, I put over you; Become hard. We 
should substitute for morality, the will to 
our own end.’

We 
cannot tell what he saith.” 

And this mystical atmosphere enveloped 
them all through the terrifying hours of 
the crucifixion, His entombment and even 
His victorious resurrection. For after that 
august event, all that He had tried to make 
clear to them in intelligible language, grew 
proportionately dense to their spiritual com- 
prehension. His remonstrances in the .post- 
resurrection incidents disclose the utter in- 
capacity with which they were possessed. 
It was as though He would aid them some- 
what to reach out, that He breathed upon 
them, saying, “Receive ye the Holy Ghost” 

(John 20:22). 

In our psychological age, when truth is 
so insistently filtered through the meshes 
of intellectual analysis, this situation, so 
baffling to the disciples, challenges sincere 
thinkers as to the validity of this simple 
record. No precedent having been estab- 
lished, and these being “unlearned and ig- 
norant men” (Acts 4:13), how are we to ac- 
count for the insertion of this strange chap- 
ter? Sufficiently strong would have been 
their testimony without a so entangling fea- 
ture. Why should they involve themselves 
in such a humiliating circumstance, and 
frankly acknowledge their inabilit¥ to com- 
prehend the meaning of His going, and the 
purpose of His subsequent dealings with 
them? 

Pentecost is the only answer. In the full 
blaze of that enlightenment, the mists of 
perplexity were swept from their spiritual 
sky; and they were made new, with clari- 
fied vision, energized beings, enthused with 
an intoxicating exhilaration, dauntless in 








courage, irrevocably united to the mind of 
the Lord. There is no question. Everything 
is affirmative; wonderments dissolve; tri- 
umph rings out in decisive notes of confi- 
dence. d the entire New Testament 
bears out this initial experience. 

For, when the alarmed multitude cries 
out in anguish of soul on the day of the 
descent of the Spirit, “Men and brethren, 
What shall we do?” the answer is clear. 
“Repent and be baptized in the name of the 
Lord Jesus and ye shall receive the gift of 
the Holy Ghost” (Acts 2:37,38). Step by 
step in the history of the Church, the recep- 
tion of the Holy Spirit as the spiritual en- 
lightening, quickening and vitalizing force 
is the goal of all ministry and persuasion. 
The visit of Peter to the household of Cor- 
nelius (Acts 10); the setting apart of Saul 
and Barnabas (Acts 18); the test of the 
Ephesian believers (Acts 19); the burden of 
the apostolic writings, all witness to the 
fact that illumination and power for Chris- 
tian living must come from the acceptance 
of this same Paraclete (Comforter) of whom 
our Lord made so specifically to be His own 
Substitute. And we discern that the expe- 
rience of this bestowment is insistently 
characterized by child-like simplicity and 
unquestioning faith. Everywhere we find 
souls vindicating the truth in lives of puri- 
ty, sweetness and joy. Perhaps the enjoin- 
ing of the great Apostle most clearly ex- 
presses it, ‘“‘Be not drunk with wine, where- 
in is excess; but be filled with the Spirit; 
speaking to yourselves in psalms and hymns 
and spiritual songs, singing and making 
melody in your hearts to the Lord; giving 
thanks always for all things unto God and 
the Father in the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ; submitting yourselves one to an- 
other in the fear of God” (Eph. 5:18-21). 

Let us be wisely discriminating, as we 
hear teachers and writers asserting a seem- 
ing reverence for the Holy Spirit, admitted- 
ly operative and experimental, lest we find 
but the Zeitgeist of philosophy (“The spirit 
of the age’). It will not do to claim this 
concept as the fulfilment of the truth of 
Christ in the lives of men. It may “make 
for righteousness,” and impart a general 
sense of the divine fellowship. But it ad- 
mits that individualistic interpretation of 
truth which has no basis in the surrender 
of the soul to the manner our Lord Jesus 
ordained. In other words, the present-day 
trend is to make the Holy Spirit what the 
dictation of self-will may determine; and 
this interpretation seems to be anchored in 
the composure of a determined finality. In 
the face of this we may thoughtfully ask, 
What is God’s mind? 

Evidently, our Lord was including the in- 
spiration of the Holy Spirit when He de- 
clared to His disciples (Matt. 11:27), “No 
man knoweth the Son but the Father; neith- 
er knoweth any man the Father, save the 
Son and he to whom the Son will revea! 
him.” Let us be appraised that there is a 
knowledge of the Son of God which is the 
prerogative of the Father to impart. St. 
Paul implies this in I Cor. 12:3, “No man 
calleth Jesus the Lord but by the Holy 
Ghost.” Undoubtedly this essential is em- 
braced in the plea, “How much more will 
your heavenly Father give the Holy Spirit 
to them that ask him” (Luke 11:13)? We 
may not lightly regard this stricture; and 
in obedience to its behest, its ultimate and 
exalted bestowment. Destiny is involved in 
the decision. 

In the dedication of St. Paul, far from be- 
ing one of self-will, every faculty of his be- 
ing was captured by this profound insistence 
of the divine method. His knowledge of the 
Lord Jesus came to him by the same pro- 
cess as did that of Peter in that transitory 
moment of divine illumination (Gal. 1:11; 
Matt. 16:17). Two phases of his ministry 
may illustrate: On his entering Athens. he 
was moved to approach these idle “philos- 
ophers” by an appeal to their intellect. We 
know the story in Acts 17. Significantly, 
there was no church founded in that city. 





“We will tear thee agein” was the tolerant 
retort +o nis appealing message. And he 
left them humiliated by their ridicule. His 
next ministry was in Corinth; and in his 
unbosoming of himself to his Christian 
brethren there, he reviews his entrance in- 
to that proud, opulent and intellectual city, 
“Not, with excellency of speech or of know- 
ledge, enticing words of man’s wisdom, but 
in demonstration of the Spirit and of pow- 
er, declaring the testimony of God, he would 
know nothing but Jesus Christ and Him 
crucified, that their faith should not stand 
in the wisdom of men but in the power of 
God.” And he clinches his appeal with the 
assurance that only by the Spirit can the 
things of God be known (1 Cor. 2:1-16). As 
we follow him in this impassioned discourse, 
well suited to our own time and thought, 
we find his unqualified reprobation of 
worldly wisdom as the channel for the com- 
prehension of Christian truth in the mem- 
orable statement, “The psychical man _ re- 
ceiveth not the things of the Spirit of God; 
neither can he know them, because they are 
Spiritually discerned.” 

Here, then, is the criterion. There can 
be no knowledge of God and of the Son of 
God apart from the office of the Holy Spirit 
to convey that illumination. This was dog- 
matically true of the first disciples and is 
irrevocably true of us. The stream of un- 
folding has uninterruptedly continued; the 
i the method, the experience are iden- 
ical. 

But the Holy Spirit of God cannot and 
will not convey this knowledge of the Fa- 
ther and the Son to the spiritual conscious- 
ness of men unless the recorded and inter- 
related sequences of the divine purpose are 
accepted. To those who would compel the 
Word of God to shape itself according to 
their individual penchant, we have nothing 
to say. Our address is to those alone who 
are willing to do the will of God as ex- 
pressed in His Book. 

Now we apply our thought to this pro- 
cess: The Son of God came into the world 
by the determination and the operation of 
the Holy Spirit (Matt. 1:20; Luke 1:35). 
His ministry was effected by the inspiration, 
direction and enduement of the same Spirit 
(Matt. 3:16, 17; 4:1; 12:28; John 3:34; 5:19, 
30; Acts 10:38). His crucifixion was the 
foundation upon which the coming of the 
Holy Spirit should be effective. It was not 
only expedient that He should go away 
(John 16:17); but that He should go in the 
way He did go; none other could be effica- 
cious; for it must needs be that by means 
of His death and resurrection He should 
convey to His own the dynamics of His il- 
limitable life (Phil. 2:5-11; John 7: 37-39; 
Luke 24:44-48; Eph. 1: 15-28). 

It is the resistence to this clearly indi- 
cated process that the great wrong against 
society is now being wrought. Scientific 
thinking, the specious adaptation of spiritu- 
al thought to advancing intellectualism, the 
self¢will of modern individualism, the love of 
novelty have all conspired to rob the Holy 
Spirit of His divinely appointed office. And 
thereby, men who think they have the lamp 
of life are groping in the dark, candle in 
hand, supposing they possess the finality of 
religious illumination. 

Can we meekly meet this challenge with 
the full recognition of its eternal import? 
Then He can come into our lives as He did

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Where Are The Mystics?

Our Bible Schools, and Theological Sem- 
inaries are not turning out mystics. They 
are producing students schooled in pole- 
mics, doctrine and philosophy—but where 
are the mystics? 

Every man behind the pulpit-desk should 
be mystic. He should have within himself 
a secret, mystical relation with his Lord. 
Too many preachers are building their ser- 
mons from the last book they read instead 
of working out of a prophetic consciousness. 

A Christian mystic is one who dies to the 
flesh. He lives above physical desire. His 
life is one of _—— self-crucifixion. He 
travels a lonely road. Not many are going 
his way. Because he has given himself 
entirely over to God, the Holy Spirit is 
transcendent in his life. Consequently he 
loses interest in many mundane things. Oc- 
casionally God finds such a man. They are 
greatly in the minority. 

Christian mysticism means spiritual sec- 
recy. Everyone likes to feel that he is “in 
on” something that is secret and esoteric. 
You like to feel that you have inside infor- 
mation. If you can penetrate a little far- 
ther into a secret than your neighbor has 
gone, you feel that you have “an edge on 
things” and you relax in the ease of self- 
satisfaction. 

The human soul is made and stamped in- 
delibly with a quality of secrecy. The 
whole arrangement of College Fraternities 
rests upon that element of human nature. 
The same is true of Secret Orders and Fra- 
ternal Societies. A joy that cannot be de- 
scribed comes to the lodge member when he 
comes to know that he is linked by strange, 
secret ties to other members of his particu- 
lar Order. The rotary spirit of serving and 
receiving, within secret bonds, awakens and 
expands mystical soul qualities. 

The Christian mystic has this intense soul 
yearning satisfied by a secret, individual 
love-affair with his Lord. And, this soul- 
passion can be satisfied only by that spir- 
itual and esoteric relationship which living 
contact with Christ produces. All other ef- 
forts and human Secret Orders fail to 
answer the secret cry of the soul for God. 

Paul had a wonderful love-affair with the 
Lord and he was lifted through two heav- 
ens and finally landed in the third. He 
said that while up there in that blissful 
mystical experience, “caught up,” that he 
“heard unspeakable words, which it is not 
lawful for a man to utter.” What an expe- 
rience that was! How marvelous to be able 
to get above this old world with its sin, 
slime, grief, pain and sorrow, and take a 
little trip in God’s airplane for a vacation 
on the Wings of Mysticism! How marvel- 
ous, I say! 

The true mystic is a very practical, stable 
individual. He is not a pessimist; he is so- 
ber, but not pessimistic. He is quiet, but 
not melancholy. Mystics are real people of 
flesh, blood, bone, brain and heart, but they 
have their eyes opened to things spiritual. 

There is a graduated scale of mysticisms. 
There is a mysticism that is jet-black, but 
there is another mysticism that is snow- 
white. There is a counterfeit and there 
is a reality. Down at the bottom of Jacob’s 


‘mystical ladder, you will find a morbid mys- 


ticism reflected in the occult sciences, the 
quack psychologies and the spiritistic phil- 
osophies. It is as black as Christian mysti- 
cism is white. There is a phenomena-hunt- 
ing spirit rampant which keeps many fake 
psychologists, Hindu adepts, fortune tellers. 





occult healers, black magicians and spiritu- 
alist mediums, doing a land office business 
in this Country. How many times do we 
witness wealthy homes and gorgeous draw- 
ing rooms being thrown open to some mor- 
bid mystic who comes with a new teaching 
from the orient or a special psychic mani- 
festation! Silly women and namby-pamby 
men frequently lavish wild enthusiasm upon 
such “Psychies,” “Occult Teachers,” “Hindu 
Philosophers,” “Tramps” and “Floating 
Stars.” 

This condition is as disgusting as it is 
dangerous. Ancient Egypt was famous for 
its black art. When Moses came seeking 
deliverance for his people from Pharaoh he 
was withstood by powerful magicians, 
Jannes and Jambres. When Aaron made a 
serpent from his rod as a sign of authority 
from God, these two magicians also made 
serpents from their rods. But the magicians

were thrown into perplexity when Aaron’s 
serpent devoured the two counterfeits. 

Paul, in Second Timothy, describing, 
prophetically, the conditions which would 
exist during the end of this age said that 
“Perilous times shall come.” Then he cat- 
alogues the paramount sins of our day and 
predicts the present wave of morbid mysti- 
cism in these words: “Now as Jannes and 
Jambres withstood Moses, so do these also 
resist the truth: men of corrupt minds, re- 
probate concerning the faith.” 

But where there is a counterfeit there is 
also a reality. If there is a jet-black, there 
is also a snow-white. If there is a quick- 


_ sand there is also a Rock of Ages. 


The true Christian mystic walks with God. 
He knows what it means to be in the center 
of God’s directive will. He knows what it is 
to hear the voice and feel the inner impulse 
of the Spirit’s breath. I am not simply em- 
ploying figurative language, I am describing 
a contact that is real. Christian mysticism 
has a reality and finality in its structure. 

The mystic knows what it is to feel and 
discern an experimental and secret relation- 
ship with God. He knows what it is to be- 
come transparent, responsive and sensitive 
to the flow of the Holy Spirit through his 
conscious mind. He has seasons of spiritual 
ecstasy when his being becomes illuminated 
and electrified with divine power. This 
does not mean the loss of mental poise. It 
does not mean hysteria. But it does mean 
the transcending of material things to the 


point of absolute spiritual realization. It is 
this supernaturalism that we need most to 
convince and convict the world of its er- 
rors. One touch of God’s power is more ef- 
fective than days of heated arguments and 
bitter debates. Our battles must be won 
in the heavenlies. Our warfare is primarily 
spiritual. “For we wrestle not against 
flesh and blood, but against princinelitias, 
against powers, against the rulers of the 
darkness of this world, against spiritual 
wickedness in high places.” 

The mystic accepts the fact of the abso- 
lute reality of things spiritual and acts up- 
on it as a basis of operation. He reasons 
from the spiritual toward the physical, in- 
stead of from the physical toward the spir- 
itual. He knows that the relation of the in- 
visible to the visible is that of cause to ef- 
fect. He lives in constant contact with the 
realm of cause. 

Most people live down in the dirt, filth 
and carnality of the flesh and reckon only 
in terms of physical values. Some transcend 
the material and go out into space and try 
through science, ager gag and literature 
to solve the riddle of the universe. They 
touch only the outer fringe of truth. But 
a few transcend the physical, they penetrate 
beyond the philosophical strata and go alone 
into those great silent places of mysticism 
where their spirit blends into union with 
the Eternal Spirit. 

In a word, the mystic does as Paul said: 
“Set your affection on things above, not on 
things on the earth.” 

The mystic knows what it is to “Be Still” 
before God. He has regular. hours of quiet, 
spiritual, calm, peaceful meditation on the 
things of God. The reason some do not at- 
tain to a mystical relationship with God is 
because they talk too much. They make so 
much noise that God’s “still voice” cannot 
be heard. Your mouth should not be like 
the Tower of Babel. We are living a ner- 
vous, noisy age. One can scarcely go into 
a restaurant, hotel or home but what the 
radio brings in the latest, nerve-racking 
jazz. The air is charged with it. The 
movie, which is attended by millions, is a 
roaring, mad dazzle. The streets are full 
of traffic jams. The human family is run- 
ning to and fro. The motto of the age 
seems to be “jump.” The whole momentum 
is toward the external. It is hard to be 
still today. 

Yet the mystic knows that his conversa- 
tion with God depends upon his ability to 
be still. 

Elijah was a mystic. He got along very 
well with several hundred Prophets of Baal, 
but when that women Jezebel started after 
him, he ran for his life. The Lord found 
him under a Juniper tree. Mystics some- 
times have Juniper tree experiences. It was 
a sad experience for Elijah, and a sense of 
guilt gripped him when God asked, “What 
doest thou here, Elijah?” 

Then Elijah went up to the top of a moun- 
tain and saw it torn and twisted by a wind. 
“But the Lord was not in the wind.” Then 
an earthquake cracked the mountain open 
with a mighty noise. “But the Lord was 
not in the earthquake.” Then, after that 
a terrific fire broke out. “But the Lord was 
not in the fire.” Last of all Elijah heard 
“a. still small voice.” That was the voice 
of the Lord. 

Finally, mystics are pure. Their hearts 
and minds and bodies are pure. There is 
no more important essential to mystisicm 
than the words of the Lord: “BlesseJj are 
the pure in heart for they shall see God.” 
This consciousness of purity frees the mystic 
from the most powerful fetters with which 
Satan is capable of binding mortals. 

Let no adulterer think to share the God 
consciousness. Perverted, sensual desires 
must be transmuted under the creative 
touch of the Holv Spirit if one is to experi- 
ence spiritual illumination. And, it has 
been truthfully stated that a marriage li- 
cense does not make vice virtue. :

| Scientist Believes 
Noah Story 


‘“‘Now, no agency on earth except a great 
flood—a flood more devastating than any 
recorded in history—could have left that 
layer of clay eight feet thick.” 

These words fell like a bomb shell from 
the lips of a “hard-headed, cold-bloode.” 
scientist a few days ago. The scene was a 
conference room at the University of Penn- 
sylvania Museum, Philadelphia. The speak- 
er was Dr. C. Leonard Woolley, director of 
the joint archeological expedition of the 
University and the British Museums to Ur 
of the Chaldees. He was speaking to a 
group of newspaper men. 

Dr. Woolley is a sun-tanned little Eng- 
lishman who has been convinced of the 
truthfulness of the story of Noah and the 
Flood, not by Scripture, but by scientific 

roof: e smiled his explosive message—a 
smile that assured his hearers that he was 
ayer certain of his ground—rather his 
clay.” 

We read: “Beneath remnants of centuries 
of ancient Civilization at the site of Ur of 
the Chaldees lies proof of the Biblical story 
of the Deluge.” In explaining how he and 
his expedition came upon what he believes 
to be “scientific proof” of the Flood, he said: 
“We had been digging through layer after 
layer of earth, at a spot that had been first 
a small island in a marsh, then a rubbish 
heap and finally a cemetery. 

“There was a certain type of pottery that 
seemed to trace its way through the cen- 
turies of the Sumerians, and I wanted to 
see how far back it would go. 

“One day last December the workmen 
said they had come to virgin soil; that there 
was nothing to be gained by digging far- 
ther. I saw they were right—in one respect. 
They had come to pure water-laid clay, with 
no evidence of human life having existed. 

“For a time I thought the workmen were 
right, that there was no use digging deeper. 
Then I realized that, if they were right, my 
calculations as to the antiquity of SUME- 
RIAN Civilization was wrong. We decided 
to dig farther. 

“The belt of clean clay was eight feet

THE DEFENDER 





Science deals with facts; and it under- 
takes to investigate and explain all the 
facts that come within the range of the hu- 
man senses and of human experience. The 


Bible is a fact. There can be no dispute as 
to that. It is with us today, and it has been 
a familiar fact of human experience for 
many generations. And not only has it 
been under human observation in its com- 
pleted form during all the centuries of the 
Christian era, but it has exerted a power- 
ful influence unique in kind, upon the lives 
of individuals and nations. 

Yet Science has not up to the present 
time, so far as I am aware, attempted to ex- 
plain the fact of the Bible; to account for 
its existence; to tell us the why and where- 
fore of its unique characteristics. 

Let us remind ourselves of some of the 
distinguishing features of the Bible, which 
place it in a class by itself; and let us see 
whether, from those special features of the 
Bible, we can discover the explanation of 
its origin. 

Some Facts Concerning the Bible 


The Bible has been in the world, in the 
completed form in which we now have it, 
for nearly a score of centuries. Further- 
more, the books of the Old Testament, as 
we now have them, had been translated 
from the original Hebrew into Greek cen- 
turies before the very earliest of the new 
Testament writings. That translation was 
a matter of great notoriety. It was the 
work of seventy scholars (hence called the 
Septuagint) of high repute; and therefore 
its date is established beyond a doubt. It 
follows that, except as to minor details, 
there is no uncertainty in respect to the 
text of the Bible. 

Moreover, the Bible is by far the best 
known book in the world. Through trans- 
lations it is being read today in more than 
eight hundred different languages. It has 
been subjected to minute investigation and 
scrutiny, both by friends and enemies, such 
as no other book has ever received since 
time began. Though an oriental book, it 
has made itself thoroughly at home among 
the progressive nations of the West. That 
fact also is without parallel in human his- 


tory. 

As regards its contents also, the Bible is 
in a class by itself. The major part of it 
consists of matters of history; a history 
which begins with the creation of the world, 
and continues in an unbroken line to the 
era of Jesus of Nazareth, to which era all 
previous parts of the Bible had looked for- 
ward as a period of the consummation of a 
great purpose of the Creator. 

The Bible is remarkable and unique also 
in that, commingled with the narration of 
historical events, there are commandments 
for the obedience of men, purporting to be 
from God who created the heaven and the 
earth, covering all phases of human conduct 
and all relations of human beings, both with 
God, their Creator, and with one another. 
Those commandments are set forth with the 
utmost solemnity. They are declared to be 
the law of One Who is righteous, holy and 
true; of One Who “cannot lie,” of One Who, 
beyond all that, exalts to the place of high- 
est honor love that manifests itself by sac- 
rifice, even unto death. 


Presumptions Arising from the Above 
Facts 


The facts briefly set forth above along 
with other facts of like nature create strong 
presumptions in favor of the truthfulness 
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of the Bible! for it is manifestly an im- 
possibility that men who were impostors 
should have given to their writings the fea- 
tures and characteristics referred to above. 
Particularly do the recited facts create a 
strong presumption of the truth of the ex- 
planation the Bible gives of itself, namely, 
that it is of Divine Authorship. 

Furthermore, the strength of those pre- 
sumptions is such as reasonably to demand 
of every man that he should receive the 
Bible as true, and submit himself to its 
authority, until he find convincing evidence 
proving it to be unworthy of belief. And 
considering what a conspicuous object the 
Bible has been in the eyes of successive 
generations of men, and the number of those 
who have hated it for the very qualities 
that commend it to all whose consciences 
are not hardened, it is certain that such 
evidence would exist in abundance if the 
Bible were not what it purports to be. 

Let anyone make an honest effort to ac- 
count for the Bible upon any other hypo- 
thesis, and the harder he tries the more 
thoroughly he will be convinced that there 
is no explanation of it that satisfactorily ac- 
counts, or indeed accounts at all, for its 
unique contents, its unique history, and its 
unique influence in the world, except the 
explanation it gives of itself, namely, that 
it is a communication to men from the Cre- 
ator of heaven and earth through instru- 
ments chosen and fitted by Himself. 

For example, it is not to be believed, ex- 
cept upon the most indubitable proof, that 
the thirty odd writers of the Bible, while 
claiming to speak for the God of Truth, Who 
holds all that is false as an abomination, 
were in fact, both individually and collect- 
ively, engaged in the fabrication of the most 
gigantic and elaborate of all falsehoods. 
But, so far from there being any proof 
whatever of the untruthfulness of the 
writers of the several parts of the Bible, all 
the pertinent collateral evidence bears 
strongly the other way. For to begin with, 
no motive has ever been suggested for the

supposed falsification by the Bible writers 
of the matters which they narrate as mat- 
ters of fact within their own personal know- 
ledge. Particularly does this apply to the 
greatest of all events in the history of the 
world, the resurrection of Jesus Christ from 
the dead. 

But more than that: the events whereof 
those writers give an account such as the 
miracles of Christ and especially the su- 
preme miracle of His resurrection, being 
events within their own personal know- 
ledge, are matters touching which they 
would be accepted as competent witnesses 
in any court in the world. Moreover, as to 
the confidence to be placed in their testi- 
mony, the fact that those men and their as- 
sociates in large numbers sacrificed worldly 
advantages and faced unflinchingly every 
sort of suffering and temporal loss, even to 
death itself puts their credibility as wit- 
nesses and the trustworthiness of their 
testimony beyond all suspicion. 


“The Certainty of Those Things” 
(Luke 1:4) 

We conclude therefore that, as regards 
those matters of historical fact that are of 
supreme importance to all men; I mean, of 
course, the facts regarding the life and 
death and resurrection of Jesus Christ, we 
have abundant evidence, and of the very 
highest class. For it is a certainty that, as 
regards those matters of fact (which consti- 
tute the heart of the Bible story) the wit- 
nesses who published them, first in Judea 
and then in adjacent countries, believed 
fully that they had seen and heard those 
things. Moreover, the conception they them- 
selves had of their duty in regard thereto, 
both to God and also to their fellow men, 
is clearly stated in the reply made by the 
apostles to the rulers who forbade them 
speak at all or teach in the name of Je- 
sus: “FOR WE CANNOT BUT SPEAK 
THE THINGS WHICH WE HAVE SEEN 
AND HEARD” (Acts 4:20). 

Again, the historical passages of the 
Bible, which are woven into every part of it, 
are of such a nature as to lay them open to 
the easiest possible refutation in respect to 
many of the most important matters recited 
therein, if those things were not true. 

Some of the recorded matters, such for 
example as the names of kings and cities of 
antiquity (and the earliest books of the 
Bible literally abound in proper names) 
have been completely obliterated from the 
knowledge of mankind for thousands of 
years, except only for the record which the 
Bible itself has preserved of them; and now 
in our times, through archaeological re- 
searches, those long forgotten names are 
being deciphered by the score upon ex- 
humed monuments, tombs, city walls, and 
other inscribed objects; thus proving con- 
clusively the accuracy of the Bible records. 

We find then, without referring at all to 
the great mass of available evidences per- 
tinent to the issue, that the general pre- 
sumptions favorable to the credibility of the 
Bible, which arise from the undisputed facts 
touching its unique contents, history, and 
influences, so far from being refuted, or 
even weakened, by the available collateral 
evidence, which the researches of men of 
science have brought to light, are greatly 
strengthened thereby. 

It follows that all men everywhere, to 
whom the Bible has come, and whose atten- 
tion it seeks to engage, are laid under the 
weightiest obligation as rational beings, to 
give heed to its statements to accept them 
as true, and to yield submission to its com- 
mands and warnings as coming from the 
Creator of heaven and earth. And it fol- 
lows also, that for anyone to act as if the 
Bible were an imposture, the work of men, 
who were either the grossest of deceivers 
or the most grossly deceived of all man- 
kind, is in the highest degree irrational and 
fool-hardy. 





The Two Great Commandments of the 
New Testament 


Particularly are all men to whom the 
Bible has come under the weightiest obliga- 
tion to yield obedience to the two great 
commandments of the New Testament, for 
those commandments are for their life and 
salvation. 

Our Lord declared the two great com- 
mandments of the law to be these: 

“Thou shalt love the Lord thy God with 
all thy heart, and with all thy soul, and 
with all thy mind. This is the first and 
great commandment. 

“And the second is like unto it, Thou 
shalt love thy neighbour as thyself” (Mat. 
22:37-39). 

None would dispute that men ought to 
obey those commandments of the law; but 
none would claim that it is in the power of 
any man to do so. 

Happily we have not, in order to obtain 
the salvation of God, to obey the law, but 
to obey the Gospel (Rom. 10-16; 1 Pet. 4: 


14). What then are the commands of the 
gospel? They are these: 
First. “God — now commandeth all men 


everywhere to repent (Acts 17-30). 

Second. “And this is His commandment, 
that we should believe on the Name of His 
Son, Jesus Christ.” (1 John 3:23). 

Repent and believe. Here are commands 
that we can obey. How easy God has made 
for us the way of life! And how then shall 
we escape if we neglect so great salvation! 
For Jesus Christ will come again, “In flam- 
ing fire, taking vengeance on them that 
know not God, and that obey not the Gospel 
of our Lord Jesus Christ” (2 Thess. 1:8).

Persons actively engaged in the Defender 
Movement are witnessing the most phenom- 
enal answers to prayer.

Christian endeavor vitalized by prayer, is 
the only remedy for Modernism. And it is 
also the only means for transmuting life- 
less, icy legalism into energy and vitality. 
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For these, and many other reasons, the read- 
ers of this magazine are solicited constant- 
ly to pray regularly for the work as it 
moves with lightning rapidity from city to 
city, state to state, and nation to nation. 
The present program calls for a big con- 
vention in one strategic city in each state. 
Thus, the plan is to put on 48 conventions 
and thereby establish nerve-centers across 
the continent, one in each state. Later, 48 
such gatherings should be conducted each 
ear 


Late last year, two great meetings were 
held simultaneously, in Kansas, one in Mc- 
Pherson and the other in Hillsboro. 

In February of this year, the work was 
launched on a world-wide basis when a suc- 
cessful convention was held in Indianapolis, 
Indiana. From Indiana, the Movement in- 
vaded Pennsylvania. Allentown was select- 
ed as the Pennsylvania nerve-center. The 
crowds were large and by radio every sec- 
tion of the state was reached each day. 

Ohio was next in order. The convention 
was held in East Liverpool, March 31st to 
April 7th. Nineteen pastors representing 
the Baptist, Colored Baptist, Christian. 
Free Methodist, Italian Mission, Methodist, 
Methodist. Protestant, Nazarene, Presbyte- 
rian, Pentecostal, Salvation Army, and the 
United Presbyterian denominations united 
in the meeting. The convention was held in 
the spacious First United Presbyterian 
Church of the city, of which Rev. L. J. Da- 
vison is the pastor. The church, with the 
capacity of 1400, was packed daiiy. Billy 
Sunday had been in East Liverpool a few 
months previous and there was an enthusi- 
astic, energetic Gospel atmosphere awaiting 
the convention as a result of his successful 
campaign. The actual expense of the con- 
vention was a little more than $1400.00 and 
the offerings received at the meetings dur- 
ing the week covered this amount without 
the slightest difficulty. 

Following the Ohio Convention, I went to 
the Chicago Gospel Tabernacle of which 
Paul Rader is the Pastor, for a return en- 
gagement covering two weeks. While in 
Chicago another convention was kept going 
in Waukegan, Illinois, covering April 14th 
to 21st. A group of workers kept the meet- 
ings going in Waukegan while Mr. Rader 
and myself alternated between there and 
Chicago. 

In addition to these two meetings in IIli- 
nois, Rockford was selected as the real 
nerve-center for the state. The Rockford 
Convention will convene April 28th to May 
5th. It will be in session about the time 
this Defender is delivered. The meetings 
are to be held in the magnificent Tebulla 
— Auditorium which seats two thou- 
sand. 

From Rockford the Defender Crusaders 
will jump to Texas. The Texas Convention 
will be held in Houston, May 7th to 12th. 

The next state to be invaded is Rhode 
Island. The Rhode Island Convention will 
be held in co-operation with the Dudley 
= Institute in Providence, May 19th to 

6t 


From Rhode Island the Defenders will go 
to New Jersey. The New Jersey Conven- 
tion will be held in Newark early in June. 
As this manuscript is being prepared, nego- 
tiations are being made for similar conven- 
tions in Wheeling, West Virginia, Houston, 
Texas, and Enid, Oklahoma. The Michigan 
Convention is scheduled for August 4th to 
the 11th at the beautiful Lake Harbor As- 
sembly Grounds. 

Plans are being made to put on a great 
convention in France and another one in 
Greece, and possibly one in Jerusalem, dur- 
ing the 1929 Defender Missionary Tour. 
Arrangements are also being made for a 
great world gathering of Defenders for 
1930 in Chicago. to continue perhaps three 
weeks or a month. At this world gathering, 
plans will be made for delegates from 
every state and many foreign countries to 
be present. Through the great radio sta-

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The Story of the Molakans 


By Oswald J. Smith 











In the reign of Edward VI, three vessels 
set sail from England. One was lost in the 
sea, the crew of the second was frozen to 
death on the northern coast of Norway, the 
third landed at Archangel on the shores of 
the White Sea. 

They were taken to Moscow and as a re- 
sult, the Tsar sent messengers to England 
who returned with English craftsmen and 
skilful surgeons. 

These propagated Christianity, and thus 
Russia was reached with the Gospel for the 
first time. 

One of the doctors, for instance, taught 
his servants to read the Bible., which was a 
crime in Russia. This servant gave the 
secrets of Christianity to others. For this 
he was arrested, tortured and broken on the 
wheel. Others were knouted, exiled to Si- 
beria and killed. 

One hundred years later another doctor 
adopted the plan of copying passages of 
Scripture that spoke against image wor- 
ship, which he scattered among the people, 
and thus reached many. He was also ar- 
rested. 

During the 18th century, just one hun- 
dred years later, a Russian convert named 
Gregory, tramped the country as a ragged 
pilgrim, sang hymns, played the flute and 
read the Bible aloud to the people, thus 
many were reached. 

The peasants of these converts were 
called Molakans, meaning milk eaters, a 
nickname given because they ate curds and 
cheese on fast days and drank milk instead 
of vodka. 

They were distinctive in that they had no 
images (ikons), no baptism and no Lord’s 
Supper. They never ate pork. 

Their service consisted in the reading of 
a passage from the Bible along with a short 
exposition. 

or hymn books they used the Bible it- 
self. They would sing a chapter for hours, 
then pray a chapter in unison and then sing 
again. Generally they sang nine chapters 
kneeling, in unison, and all from memory. 
The Bible they knew intimately. 

Our hymn singing and made up praying 
they called “adding to and taking from” 
the Word of God. 

They are widely scattered at the present 
time and are the strongest in the rural sec- 
tions of Russia. 

They now number about two millions, and 
are today known as the Evangelical Chris- 
tians of Russia. 
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In an Eastern Theological Seminary a 
student recently quoted the text, “But if we 
walk in the light, as he is in the light, we 
have fellowship one with another, and the 
blood of Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us 
from all sin.” 

The Professor interrupted the theological 
student and said: “Sh—Sh—Sh! The blood 
of Jesus Christ dried up 1900 years ago.” 
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On July 30th, 1908, 40,000 tons of Iron 
shot down out of the sky and struck the 
earth a blow which was felt 1,000 miles 
away. Fortunately, this meteor fell in the 
wilderness of Siberia; had it been in Chica- 
go it would have crumpled every sky 


rarer and not one human being or animal 
in the city would have ‘survived. Science 
knows of no reason why a similar missile 
may not strike New York, Chicago, London, 
Paris or any other city at any moment.

is the sin of not believing on Jesus Christ 
(John 16:9). 

a man pushes aside what God has 
said, he is in the field of pure speculation as 
r s matters of the soul. This is the 
sphere where the Devil does most of the 
talking. Having introduced the interroga- 
tion mark, he is sure to go on and contra- 
dict God. “Thou shalt not surely die.” 

However manifest a truth may be, the 
Devil never hesitates to contradict it. 
“Whatsoever thou sowest, that shalt thou 
also reap,” is a basic truth, yet here is the 
Devil contradicting it. He is still in the 
business of contradicting fundamental 
truths. He will even use the Word of God 
in trying to do it. 

Many Christians these days are in danger 
of forgetting that Satan’s special battlefield 
is the injecting of unbelief — not so much 
the inspiring of disgusting deeds. His in- 
terests and God’s are not altogether diver- 
gent. His main purpose is to blind men as 


_ to the true way of salvation (2 Cor. 4:4), 


and if he can accomplish this by satisfying 
men with beautiful things, he is equally 
pleased. 

But—he does not want men to believe 
God. He well understands our human na- 
ture, how impatient we are of all restric- 
tions and how forgetful of the blessings 
God has given us. We are always think- 
ing God wishes to deprive us of something 
that is good, so the devil still comes to us 
with the suggestion—“God doth know that 
in the day ye eat thereof ye shall be as 
God.” The man who gives place to Satanic 
questions as to the veracity of God, is in 
great danger. He is about to do what the 
Devil has always sought to get men to do— 
become independent of God-—try to excel 
= strive to become as God by him- 
self. 

Has it not ever been Satan’s game to get 
man to depending upon themselves for that 
which God alone can give? This is the 
whole logic of modern evolutionary teach- 
ing. Man is himself evolving upward to 
the perfect state and will become divine. 
The whole tendency of the teaching is to 
make one independent of God and His way 
of salvation, which requires at the outset 
the confession of man’s undone condition. 
The latest dope from evolution teachers 
brings us back almost to the very words 
spoken by the serpent to Eve. Says one 
“Christian” professor: “The conception that 
God is distinct from human life must give 
way to the belief that He is immanent in 
humanity.”

It will take but a brief time to demonstrate 
what shall be the outcome of this old Satan- 
ic teaching as it is now dressed up in twen- 
tieth century language.

While I was studying for the Gospel Min- 
istry at a well-known Bible Institute at Chi- 
cago, many years ago, I frequently went 
alone to study under the shade trees of a 
nearby Park. Here was opportunity for 
quiet meditation, reading, and praying. 
Sometimes strangers came by, and inter- 
esting conversations occurred. I recall at 
least two that were led to Christ there in 
such conversations. One man was a very 
cultured young man from Switzerland. 

I was sitting on one of the —_ benches, 
when this young man came by. I looked 
at him for a while, and noticed that he 
walked about thirty steps farther on and 
then turned around abruptly, returning to 
the bench where I was sitting. 

“That must be a leading of the Holy 
Spirit,” I thought, “and if it is, I will let 
him open the conversation first.” 

I waited only a few moments before he 
began the conversation. We discussed the 
war and world conditions. He told me that 
he was a Roman Catholic and a member of 
the North Avenue Cathedral. He was the 
son of a wealthy Swiss merchant. His fa- 
ther had sent him to this and other coun- 
tries, many years before, to travel as a 
preparation to entering the priesthood of 
the Catholic Church. He had studied for a 
while at a Catholic School in Minnesota, but 
after two years he disliked the strict condi- 
tions, for three students must always go to- 
gether—-they could not go out alone, he said. 

One day he decided to make “his get- 
away,” and shortly afterwards made his 
way to Chicago, determined to forsake the 
calling of the Priesthood. Arriving in Chi- 
cago, he could find no better employment 
than that of bartender of a saloon, owned 
by a friend there. 

After some months, both the saloon- 
keeper and his wife died. This left the 
young man without a job. He then trained 
at a Catholic Hospital, in Chicago, to be- 
come a gentleman-nurse. At the time I met 
him he had worked there about six years. 

“The Pope may be the head of the Catho- 
lic Church,” I admitted, “but he is not the 
head of the Church of Christ.” 

I showed him that Christ was the head 
of the Church of Christ, (Col. 1:15-19; Eph. 
1:22). I showed Him that Church member- 
ship would not save anyone. I did not at- 
tack his Church or denounce him for his 
part in it. Then I showed him the need of 
a new birth, John 3, and 2 Cor. 5:17, indi- 
cating that he needed a change of heart. 
After talking along this subject for some 
time, I asked him if we might not remove 
our hats and pray for his salvation right 
there, where we were sitting. He consent- 
ed, and we bowed our heads and I prayed 
for him. Then I turned to him and asked 
him to pray, which he did. Then I showed 
him just what he had done, and what Christ 
would mean to him NOW. I counselled him 
to buy a Bible in whatever language he 
could read best—for he could read German, 
French and English. 

Twenty-four hours later, the very next 
afternoon, I met him again, in the same 
park. “How are you today?” I asked. 

“T am happy in Jesus today!” he ex- 
claimed. 

“T bought a Bible in French, and have 
read clear over to St. John’s Gospel, and T 
think it is WONDERFUL!” 

We talked for some time, and he told me 
the foregoing story of his life. “I will 
cabla my father in Switzerland, and tell 
him what has happened,” he said.

Boston, that you have entered a new 
world. Long ago, before Modernism 
became the wide-spread nuisance that 
it is today, Unitarianism had ham- 
mered its way into the soul of New 
England.

thick. Under it was a layer rich in flint 
and pottery fragments, burnt brick of a dif- 
ferent shape and texture from those we had 
found above. 

“In this layer was a type of painted pot- 
tery we had not found above the belt of 
clay. In short, what we found beneath the 
clay was a mixture of SUMERIAN and 
SEMETIC; what we had found above was 
entirely SUMERIAN. i 














“In other words, we had found evidence 
of an extremely early occupation of this 
part of SUMERIA, in which two elements 
of human habitation were mingled. 

“NOW, NO AGENCY ON EARTH EX- 
CEPT A GREAT FLOOD — A FLOOD 
MORE DEVASTATING THAN ANY RE- 
CORDED IN HISTORY — COULD HAVE 
LEFT THAT LAYER OF CLAY EIGHT 
FEET THICK. 

“Genesis even gives us the height of the 
water during the flood. The account says 
the water reached a height of 15 cubits. 
That would be 26 feet. It is conceivable 
that a flood 26 feet deep might leave a de- 
posit eight feet thick. 

“According to Genesis, the flood covered 
the highest mountains. This would seem 
to conflict with the statement regarding the 
depth of 26 feet. Actually, it is merely a 
matter of translation. The original Arabic 
word that has been translated ‘mountain’ is 
‘gebel.’ It has many meanings. ‘Mountain’ 
is one of them, but it is also used to mean 
any land that could not be cultivated. 


Dr. Woolley expresses the theory that 
perhaps the Flood did not cover the whole 
earth, but other scientists, including Profes- 
sor George McCready Price, have presented 
evidence from other sections of the world 
just as convincing as this from Ur showing 
that the Deluge was universal. 

Another interesting feature of Dr. Wool- 
ley’s statement is the fact that there is al- 
so a “Sumerian story” of the Flood. In 
this story, there is a character by the name 
of “Shurrupak” whose recorded needs are 
the equivalent to those of Noah. Dr. Wool- 
ley regards the “Sumerian story” as being 
a confirmation of the Biblical narrative. 

He presented many other Biblical refer- 
ences which have parallels in discoveries 
made by his expedition. He described the 
temple which Nebuchadnezzar ordered built, 
in which there was an “inner shrine” that 
was opened to the public view and before 
which all people were ordered to bow down. 
He says that this temple has been excava- 
ted and that the shring has been found. 
Every Bible student will recall that Nebu- 
chadnezzar issued the decree that all were 
to bow before such a shrine. 


In Psalms 33:2 we read: “Praise the Lord 
with harp; sing unto him with the psaltery 
and an instrument of ten strings.” Dr. 
Woolley says: “We found the remains of a 
harp, and strangely, the marks of the ten 
strings were still discernible.” ’ 

He cited many other instances where his 
discoveries confirmed obscure Scripture 


passages.

E. Stanley Jones 
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Negro Jews 








Budhist Institute 











In a Manhattan (N. Y.) Vaudeville The- 
ater during the two weeks preceding Easter 
Daniel Poling and Eli Stanley Jones spoke 
daily before great audiences and over the 
radio to an invisible audience numbering in- 
to millions. 

No more sane presentation of the pure 
Gospel was ever given to American audi- 
ences than these two men presented. No 
more severe blows were ever dealt to Nietz- 
sche’s Philosophy than those administered 
by Dr. Jones, the noted Methodist Mission- 
ary to India. 

“Nietzsche’s is the pfesent philosophy of 
the Occidental world, with its gospel of self- 
assertion and self-expression, personal liber- 
ty and personal success. Christ’s stern and 
gentle philosophy, so much more’ readily 
understood by the Oriental mind, is the way 
of self-abnegation, of losing oneself in some- 
thing beyond oneself.” 

Dr. Jones made much of the modern term, 
‘Self-expression.” He said the trouble was 
that carnal, unregenerate man has nothing 
worth expressing. He pointed out that on- 
ly as Christ takes control of a life does man 
possess anything worth trying to express. 
He said, “YOU CANNOT BOW ONE KNEE 
TO NIETZSCHE AND ANOTHER TO 
CHRIST.” 

Dr. Jones’ remarkable book, “The Christ 
of the Indian Road,” has had more than 
400,000 circulation in English. It has been 
translated into 14 languages. “Main 
Street,” a popular book, had only 500,000 
circulation, while “Babbitt,” another popu- 
lar book, had 250,000 circulation. 


Most of the strange races and peoples of 
the world are represented in the city of 
New York. Only recently did any consid- 
erable number of people know that the city 
possessed a negro sect which mixed the 
Jewish and Christian religion and two oth- 
er negro sects which worship according to 
orthodox Jewish rites. 

In Harlem, New York, will be seen an old 
brown stone house in front of which is a 
small sign which reads, ‘““The Commandment 
Keepers. Holy Church of the Living God. 
Pillar and ground of the truth. 

Friday, Saturday, Sunday. is 
Matthews.” This building is called, 
Negro Synagogue.” 

The membership of this congregation 
speak Hebrew and live very much like Jews. 
They keep the Jewish Sabbath which is 
Saturday. They observe Yom Kippur and 
the Jewish Passover. They send their chil- 
dren to Jewish schools. The Pastor of the 
Church, Bishop Matthews, speaks both He- 
brew and English. This particular congre- 
gation of negro Jews do not reject Jesus 
Christ as the Messiah. 








Speaking on the Cross, Dr. Jones made 
the following remarkable statement in one 
of his addresses before Easter: 

“The religious life of America must be 
saved from both the selfish and the senti- 
mental, to the sacrificial. Very often a feel- 
ing of being sentimental toward Christian 
things covers a selfish attitude. We take 
it for granted that because we can feel, we

A few weeks ago a disciple of this reli- 
gion from China, who has been called, “The 
greatest twentieth century disciple of 
Buddha,” set foot in America as he walked 
down the gangplank from the ship in a robe 
of orange silk and small felt slippers. His 
name is Tai Hsu. 

Although the Buddhists are not famous 
for their missionary zeal, this man has come 
to the United States for the avowed purpose 
of presenting his doctrines before colleges 
and universities. It is said that his ulti- 
mate objective is to establish a Buddhist 
Institute in this country. 

Buddhists believe in re-incarnation and 
therefore, that life never ceases. They be- 
lieve that if they are true to their religion 
that some day they may become as good as 
Buddha was himself. In that case they 
would finally reach Nirvana where there is 
rest from the pains of life and death. 

This Buddhist Priest says: “If Truth be 
a thing which is universal and permanent 
there can be no gain in studying it and no 
loss in neglecting it, since that which can 
be gained or lost is neither permanent nor 
universal.”
